nal, At that dreadful Hour the Eyes of our 
Soul (which Folly and eee had ſhut) 
will be opened, to ſes in a clear Light that great 
Truth delivered by our Bleſſed Saviour, Mat. xvi. 


Quid prodeſt, &. What will it avail a Man to 
gain the whole World, if he ſuffer the Eternal 
Loſs of his Soul? Nothing but a Conſideration 
of the Merits of Chriſt, and a Remembrance of 


the Hours ſpent in the Service of God and Pre- 
paration for a happy Death, can at that time af- 


ford any Comfort: Theſe Thoughts indeed will 
quicken our dying Spirits with lively Hopes of 
God's Mercy, whilſt careleſs Souls, who have 


neglected theſe ſoveraign Means to obtain that 


Happineſs, will begin their Miſery even in this 
Life, and with Antiochus be overwhelmed with 


a Sea of Tribulation and Grief, or with Dives 


be buried in Hell before they 10 leiſure to think 


whither they are going. 

The Deſire of preventing theſe Miſchiefs gave 
Occaſion to inſtitute this Congregation, which 
aims at nothing elſe, but to put in execution 
the Means whereby we may avoid theſe Dangers, 


and gain by a happy Death the Haven of eter- 


nal Bliſs. 


Tho' the pious Deſign of preparing for Death | 


has been the conſtant Endeavour of every virtu- 


ous Soul in all Ages, yet the Practice we now 
| enk, 
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ſpeak of owes its Beginning to F. Vincentius 
Caraffa, General of the Society of Jeſus, who 
firſt brought it into the Form of a Confraternity 


or Congregation at Rome; from whence it is 


ſpread into moſt Kingdoms in Europe, to the great 
Comfort and Advantage of the Faithful. And 
Becauſe ſome Privileges annexed to this Con- 


gregation, as it is inſtituted in Catholick Coun- 
tries, require the Performance of ſeveral Duties, 


which cannot conveniently be complied with in 


our Circumſtances in England; Application was 


made to his Holineſs on this Account, who has 
been pleaſed to grant, that the Indulgences may 
be obtain'd in any private Chappel under the Di- 
rection of the F. F. of the Society of Jeſus, by 
the Performance of ſeveral pious Works which 
ſhall afterwards be ſpecified, and which may ea- 


 fily be complied with in the Circumſtances in 


which we live. NE | 
Thoſe who are defirous to be farther informed 

of the Nature of this pious Practice, will find 

here in ſhort the Advantages which are to be 


reaped from it, and the Directions they are to 


follow, if they deſire to partake of them. 
The Advantages of the Congregation. 


The firſt is drawn from the Nature of pious 
Aſſociations, which are ſo many Aſſemblies of 
God's faithful Servants gathered together in the 
Name of Chriſt: Raiſe therefore your Minds 
to a firm and lively Confidence that Chriſt 201 
be in the mid/t of you, to diſpenſe his heavenly 

„% Treaſures. 
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Treaſures according to the Preparation you bring” 


to receive them : For his Preſence being a To- 
ken of his Love, you need not doubt but he wilt 
give ear to your pious Petitions; he will behold 


your Spiritual Wants with an Eye of Pity, and 


enrich you with Grace to carry you through all 
the Dangers of this preſent Liſe. 
A ſecond Advantage may be illuſtrated from 


the Compariſon of devout Aſſemblies with natu- 


ral Bodies, wherein the Members receive a mu- 
tual Aſſiſtance from each other; the Eyes guide, 
the Feet ſupport the whole Body; each Part la- 
bours not for itſelf alone, but to ſupply the re- 
ſpective Neceſſities of the other Parts: So in 
this myſtical Body, each one's good Works will 
be available, and by a Participation of Merits 
prove advantageous to all, For if God in his 
Juſtice for the private Faults of Achan puniſhed 


his ele People, by permitting their Armies to 
be routed by his and their Enemies, we may 
piouſly hope (ſince God is pleaſed to glory in 


his Mercy above all his other Divine Attributes) 


that for the faithful Servants of ſome Particulars, 


he will beſtow Favours upon others, who have 
united themſelves in this pious Aſſociation, to 
the Adorers of his ſacred Paſſion. 

A third Advantage ariſes from the Prayers of 


the Congregation, which are offered up- for all 
the Aſſociates in general:

that by the Communication of good Works 
mentioned before, and by this particular Appli-

ing our Cauſe at the Throne of Mercy: Neither 


will their charitable Aſſiſtance end with our 
Lives; becauſe we ſhall leave behind us an Aſ- 


ſembly, which will daily pray for the Repoſe 
of our Souls, and ſolicit Chriſt to haſten our 


Entrance into eternal Bliſs (as long as we are re- 
tarded) which is the final End of this Congre- 


gation. 

The fourth Advantage procceds from the

The Grant of Indulgences made by his Ho- 
lineſs to thoſe of the Congregation only implies, 


in general Terms, that many pious Works are

At their Admiſſion, being firſt inſtructed in 
what belongs to the Nature of this Aſſociation, 
they are to give in their Names to him who di-
